long address after he swore In a 
new Cabinet. "Malaysia as such 
is a neocolonialist project." 

Sukarno, 65, now largely s 
figurehead, kicked off his shoes 
as he began. his speech. His face 
reddening with anger, he alter- 
nately shouted and whispered at 
his audience. " LtrGen. Suhar- 
to, the army strongman who 
forced Sukarno to give up his 
authority last March and who 
heads the new Cabinet, stood 
stony-faced as the 'president 
spoke. Suharto was promoted to 
full general at the ceremony. 
After Suharto and the armv 

took- control last March, one of 

their first actions was to halt 
tho three-year-old war with Ma- 
laysia and begin negotiations to 
establish normal relations. The 
moves were endorsed by the 
Indonesian Congress last month. 

Sukarno tempered' his de- 
fiance of the peace moves by 
saying confrontation could be 
ended only on the basis or the 
Manila agreement.

Negative Record 

Belatedly, some of the Citizens who 
would like to "voto against" Gov. Robert:

_the_Idahp_J^rd_^Edu cation, pointed

Generally, 
stocks of equal potential in the 
same industry have about the 
same-P-E ratios. Beyond that, 
things vary— greatly. 

As a very rough rule of thumb, 
groivih" "stocks (those with rec- 
ord of and-or potential for in- 
creasing earnings) havc^high 
P-E ratios. This usually means 
the greater the growth, the high- 
er the P-E ratio.

NEW YORK (AP) — Rising 
interest rates in Europe arc a 
Humbling block for those who 
are clamoring for Congress to 
cut , interest rates in the United 
States. 

Europe gets into the domestic 
debate this way: Europe's much 
higher rates could attract more 
U.S, dollars seeking higher 
yields. Lowering interest rates 
here on short-term money could 
send this pool of temporarily 
idle dollars — usually_ called 
'hot money"'— overseas. 
And this would make It just 
that much harder for the United 
States, to sec that the dollai 
doesn't fall Into the dire straits 
that beset the British pound. 

The guardians of the dollftr's 
status of being as good as gold 
arc having plenty of trouble 
now, even with the interest 
rates at home still on the climb. 

For one thing, the U.S. trade 
gap"in~riarrowing.- Exports .still 
top Imports, but by less thnn 
they did in previous years. Im- 
ports arc growing at a 15 per 
cent clip, and exports by only 8 
per cent. This cuts the balance 
of trade to around $4 billion this 
year, against more than $5 bil- 
lion last year and SB billion in 
1964.
